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PREFACE. 


THE  following  pages  contain  a  list  of  the  industrial, 
co-operative,  friendly  and  benefit,  political,  social, 
scientific,  and  monetary  institutions  established  in  New  South 
Wales.  The  list  has  been  compiled  to  illustrate  the  interest 
and  activity  of  the  people  of  this  community  in  such  matters. 
It  will  be  observed  from  a  perusal  of  the  lists  that  the  trades 
and  labour  organisations,  the  friendly  and  co-operative 
associations,  and  the  building  societies  are  exceptionally 
strong,  while  with  regard  to  scientific  bodies  the  people  of 
New  South  Wales  are  also  well  provided  for.  The  capitalistic 
associations,  though  few  in  number,  are  rich  in  resources 
and  powerful  in  influence.  As  is  to  be  expected  in  a  country 
where  free  speech,  manhood  suffrage,  and  vote  by  ballot 
prevail,  the  political  forces  are  varied  and  numerous.  New 
South  Wales  presents  an  interesting  study  for  all  who  take  an 
interest  in  sociology  and  politics,  for  here  many  problems 
which  still  vex  older  communities  have  been  solved,  and 
doctrines  once  considered  dangerous  to  society  have  been 
applied  with  beneficial  results  to  mankind.  In  no  part  of  the 
world  is  the  eight-hour  system  more  successfully  worked. 
State  socialism  enters  largely  into  our  machinery  of  govern- 
ment. The  railways,  tramways,  postal  and  telegraphic 
communication,  and  a  labour  bureau  are  all  worked  and  con- 
trolled by  the  State.  Courts  of  Conciliation  and  Arbitration 
are  now  established  by  law.  Our  system  of  vote  by  ballot 
has  been  copied  m  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States. 
Manhood  suffrage,  after  thirty-six  years  trial,  is  still  the  law 
of  the  land,  the  tendency  being  to  extend  it  by  the  adoption 
of  the  "one  man  one  vote"  principle.     The  Parliament  of

New  South  Wales  contains  a  new  feature  In  government  in 
the  shape  of  a  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Works,  to 
which  all  parliamentary  votes  of  over  ^20,000  for  public 
works,  such  as  railways,  buildings,  bridges,  harbour  works, 
etc.,  have  to  be  referred  for  inquiry  and  report  before  they 
are  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Legislature.  This 
feature  of  our  Governments  is  being  adopted  by  the  other 
Australia.n  provinces.  There  are  olher  institutions  in  the 
community  which  are  doing  good  work  for  the  masses,  the 
nature  and  operation  of  which  it  might  be  of  interest  to  the 
philosophical  to  study ;  and  the  lists  of  our  benevolent 
institutions,  hospitals,  and  other  charities  will  show  that  as 
regards  the  poor  and  the  sick,  most  ample  provision  is  made 
for  their  comfort  and  treatment.  There  is  no  Poor  Law  in 
this  community.  The  list  Is  circulated  in  the  hope  that,  it 
will  attract  the  attention  of  the  thoughtful,  and  thus  lead  to 
the  establishment  of  similar  bodies  elsewhere.

FEIENDLY  AND  BENEFIT  SOCIETIES. 

The  following  bodies  are  formed  for  the  purpose  of  the  mutual  benefit  of 
their  members.  In  case  of  illness  or  accident  a  weekly  payment,  amounting 
to  £1  per  week,  is  allowed,  and  most  of  the  societies  also  grant  a  sum  to  the 
relatives  of  a  deceased  member.  The  principles  on  which  many  of  these 
bodies  arc  founded  are  similar  to  those  occurring  amongst  the  same  class  of 
societies  in  Great  Britain  and  elsewhere  ;  in  fact,  many  of  them  are  more  or 
less  connected  with  societies  of  the  same  name  and  character  elsewhere,  such 
as  the  Foresters,  the  Druids,  the  Oddfellows,  &c.
